DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1,3-11,13, and 14 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on November 20, 2008 has been acknowledged and has 
been entered into the application file. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1 and 3-1 1 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for solvates in the solution phase, does 
not reasonably provide enablement for solvates in the isolatable or solid form. 

The Applicant has removed the non-enabled subject matter from the claims, and 
the rejection is withdrawn. 

Previous Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 1 and 3-1 1 were previously provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 12 
and 22 of copending Application No. 10/535,474, now published as UPSN 
20060128966 A1 in view of Patani et al. {Chem. Rev. 1996, 3147-3176). As the 
provisional ODP rejection is the only rejection remaining in the instant case and the 
instant case is the earlier filed application, the rejection is held in abeyance and is 
withdrawn to allow the instant application to pass to issue.
